OHIO RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, 

The eighth annual report of the Railroad 
missioner of Olo has gone into the bands of 
the printers, and will soon be ready for distribu- 
tion.

WHE ELECTION 0-DAY 

Citizens of Chicago who are interested in 
maintaining the credit and stability of the 
local Government will, we hope, take a few 
minutes to-day to go to the polls and vote 
against the charter of 1872.“ It will not be 
enough to stay away and not vote at all. It 
requires a direct vote against the charter to 
defeat it. 

We have endgavored to point out that the 
adoption of the charter of 1872 will be a 
public calamity, and we are sure that no 
good citizen of Chicago desires to 80 inflict 
the city. We therefore urge them again to 
give five minutes to-day to voting against the 
charter. 
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THE CHARTER OF 1872. 

The objections to the charter of 1872 which 
is to be adopted or rejected to-day are mani- 
fold, and some of them are as follows: 

1. It legislates the present Mayor and city 
officers out of office in December, and leaves 
the city without a Mayor until April, 1877, 
and without other officers until April, 1876,— 
that is, unless the plain language of the Con- 
stitution can be disregarded. R 

2. It repeals the present charter absolutely, 
thereby requiring the remodeling of all the 
ordinances of the City of Chicago, in order to 
adapt them to the new charter,—a work of 
years, during which the city is to be subfect- 
ed to the litigation, losses, inconvenience, 
and embarrassments resulting from inap- 
plicable laws and untried ordinances. 

8. All elections for city officers are to be 
held in April, without any registry of voters. 
and after the manner of the shockingly-dis- 
graceful and fraudulent town elections 
with which the public have become familiar. 

4. The Common Council is authorized to 
levy and impose taxes at the rate of three per 
cent on the cash valuation of all property,— 
a privilege which they of course will exercise. 

5. The charter of 1872 cannot be amended. 
It if a cast-iron statute, which cannot be 
changed or modified in any particular without 
the consent of the 150 little towns and vil- 
lages in Dlinois (and of the Leyislature) 
which have adopted it. 

6. However suitable it may be for Blue 
Island, Riverside, Thornton, and other small 
inland towns, it is inapplicable and inappro- 
priate for a city of the size of Chicago, with 
its enormous railroad, navigation, and com- 
mercial interests. 

7. Is there an intelligent man in Chicago 
who thinks that a charter got up to meet the 
wants of Kankakee, Elgin, or Pontiac is 
such a charter as, without the change of a 
word, will answer the wants of a city like 
Chicago for all time? 

8. The present city charter having been 
amended by the re-enactment of the Mayor's 
bill and in other particulars, is now a very 
differgnt and much better charter than what 
it was a year ago, and will serve all the pur 
poses of good government, af least until the 
Legislature meets in 1877. To adopt the 
charter of 1872 at this time is to repeal the 
existing charter, and leave the future in 
doubt and confusion. 

We submit these objections to the business 
and thinking men of the city, and ask them 
if the peril is not sufficient to induce them 
to spare the few minutes’ time necessary to 
vote against the adoption of this bad charter.

The charter of 1872 provides that the Mayor 
and City Council shall submit the question

and prescribing the form of the 
ballots. It also provides, Sec. 53, as fol- 
lows : 5 

Whenever this act shall be submitted to the qualified 
clectors of any city for adoption, there shall be eubd- 
méitied at the same time for adoption or rejection the 
question of minority representation in the City Coun- 
cil or legislative authority of said city. At the said 
lection the ballots shall be in the following form: 
“ Vor minority representation in the City Coundll ”; 
or, “Against minority representation in the Oity 
Council,” ete, 

Now the Common Council have submitted 
the question of incorporation under the gen- 
eral law of 1872, but have not submitted that 
of minority representation in the City Coun- 
cil, The official notice of the election reads: 

Mayor's Orrice, Crry or Cos, March 20, 1875. 
Notice is hereby given that on the 23d (twenty-third) 
day of April, 1875, an election will be held im the City 
of Chicago, at which said election the question will be 
submitted, to be voted upon by the egal voters of said 
city, as to whether said city shail be ome inco porated 
under an act of the General Assembly entitled An 
act to provide for the incorporation of cities and vil- 


lages.” Approved April 10, 1872. 
: H. D. Coty, Mayor. 


The law requires that both questions shall 
be submitted to the electors at the same 
time; and it expressly declares that the ques- 
tion of incorporation shall not be submitted 
without submitting the other question. 
Whenever this act shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors of any city for adoption, 
there shall be submitted at the same time” the 
question of minority representation. This 
omission is fatal. No vote adopting the 
charter van ba when but one branch of 
the matter voted on has been submitted. 
As well submit one or half a dozen sections 
of the charter. The law imperatibely re- 
quires both questions to be submitted at the 
same time. 

The fact is, the Common Conncil, when 
they acted on this question, intended to de- 
feat the charter. Since then, in order to pro- 
duce confusion and embarrassment, they 
have become advocates of the charter. But 
the fraud, intentional or otherwise, of sub- 
mitting but one question when the law re- 
quires them to submit two, now returns to 
plague the inventors. 


TENANT RIGHTS IN ENGLAND. 
When Joun Bmont was pressing through 


Parliament the bill giving Irish tenants a 
property in the improvements they made on 
their leaseholds, both he and GLapsTonz were 
obliged to argue that the principle of the bill 
would have no application to landlords and 
tenants in England. For three or four years 
after its passage, the English tenauts kept 
quiet, but watched carefully the operation of 
the law in the sister island. All reports from 
chere, however, showed that it was working 
well. But so long as voting for members of 
Parliament was done viva voce, the English 
tenants dare not make much demonstration 
in behalf of the law. Before ‘the close of 
the Liberal administration, GLApsToNE car- 
ried through Parliament the Blot bill, au- 
theorizing people to vote by secret ballot. Im- 
mediately after the enactment of that bill the 
English tenants began an agitation for the 
extension of the Irish Tenant-Nights bill to 
England, and at the last Parliamentary elec- 
tion they succeeded im forcing a good many 
Tory landlord, candidates to promise support 
to the measuré. 

The Dunant Ministry has introduced a 
bill, but it is not satisfactory to the tenants. 
So far as the Parliamentary debates have 
gone, they show that the brii would probably 
be passed ih such a form that the necessity of 
vompensating a tenant for ‘* pynexbausted im- 
provements " could be waived by special con- 
tract. This would cut the heart out of the 
measure. Every landlord would insert in his 
leases a proviso that all such claims for com- 
pensation should be waived by the 
tenant. These leases would perforce be 
nccepted, and the tenants would then be 
in precisely the condition they are now,—lia- 
ble to be ejected at any moment, and to lose 
by the ejectment every penny that has been 
expended upon the leased land. As soon as 
it became evident that a Phrliament of land- 
lords would, #@ left to itself, emasculate the 
measure in this way, meetings of tenant- 
farmers began tobe held. These meetings 
have been watched with cager interest, be- 
cause the Conservative party must either 
yield to the farmers’ demands or lose their 
power. The introduction of the ballot has 
enabled the tenants to vote as they please. 
Terrorism by landlords is no longer possible. 
The result is, that more than 100 Conserva- 
tives, who hold their seats in the House of 
Commons by virtue of the tenant-farmer 
votes, could and would be ousted 
at the end of their term if the farm- 
ers broke loose from their Tory prejudices. It 
has become, then, a matter of moment to 
know just what the farmers want. We have 
before us the report of what the London 
Times calls a “ largely-attended meeting of 
Northumberland farmers.” It appears from 
this that the farmers do not want the present 
bill, and that they mean to have it changed. 
One of the speakers said, amid loud applause, 
that the measure decided nothing and set- 
tled nothing,” but that, if it were strongly 
amended in a way to give farther guarantees 
to tenants, it might be made a useful and 
beneficial measure.” The language of a sec- 
ond speaker was stronger yet. He said that

Independence. The quaint old journals are 
of fascinating interest. 

Here is a broadside of the Salem | Gasette, 
with three accounts of the fight and a funeral 
elegy ‘‘to the immortal memory of those 
worthies who were slain in the battle of Con- 
cord.” Reversed rules line the page with 
mourni: 4 for the dead patriots. The head- 
ing consists of a rough wood-cut of forty cof- 
fins, lying side by side, and marked on the 
lids with the names of the martyrs, Then 
come the glowing lines, written with all a 
modern journalist's appreciation of apt allit- 
eration’s artful aid, such as, 4 Bloody 
Butchery By the British; or, The Run- 
away Fight of the Regulars.” The 
first sketch, written three days after the 
battle, is very meagre. The second, dated 
April 25, is quite full. Grondx III. is de- 
nounced as an “‘ ungrateful Tyrant,“ and the 
hostilities of his troops are said to have been 
attended with Circumstances of Cruelty 
not less brutal than what our venerable An- 
cestors received from the vilest Savages.” 
The Gazette is full of items. We learn that 
the regulars *‘ hurr’d” (hurrahed) just before 
firing at Lexington, and that they pillaged 
and burned geveral houses. One of their 
victims was the good, the pious, and friend- 
ly Mr. Danret Townsenp.” As this estima- 
ble person was distinguished as an able, 
mild. and sincere reprover of those who were 
out of the way,” the community perhaps en- 
dured with equanimity his being put out of 
the way. The poem is of a touching nature. 
Witness this pathetic passage : 

Ob ! Squire Ganpyer’s death we feel, 
And eympathizing mourn ; 

Let’s drop a tear when it will tell 
And view his hapless urn. 


The Gazette says: We can assure the 
public, from the best authority which we 
can get, that our brethren of all the Colo- 
nies heard from are firm and unshaken in 
their attachment to the common cause of 
America, and they are now ready with their 
lives and fortunes to assist usin defeating 
the designs of our implacable enemies. This 
was bold talk for a Salem man when Boston 
was in British hands. : 

Rivington’s New York Gazetteer and Connec- 
ticut, Hudson's River, New Jersey and Quebec 
Weekly Advertiser—appalling title! was in 
after times the Tory and Royal organ of the 
Colonies. On May 25, 1775, however, it an- 
nounced itself as printed at his [Ry a- 
Ton’s |} open and uninfluenced press, and pub- 
lished a number of affidavits which go to 
show that the regulars ‘‘ rushed furiously 
and fired upon” the minute-men with- 
out provocation or warning. This 
number of the Gazelieer also contained a long 
speech of the Tory. Wu num Farm, the 
illegitimate son of Bensamin Frayer, and 
the then Governor, Chancellor, and Vice- 
Admiral” of New Jersey. His Excellengy 
implores the General Assembly of his 
province to become reconciled with the King 
—and to lay a few taxes for His Majesty's 
benefit. 

Then we have the Massachusetts Spy, 
or American Oracle of Liberty, published then 
and now at Worcester. Above its title runs 
the stirring line-—*‘ Americans !—Liberty or 
Death !—Join or Die! The date is May 38, 
1775. The publisher, Mr. Isdn Tomas, 
announces that he escaped from Boston ‘‘on 
the memorable 19th day of April, which 
will be remembered in the future as the Anni- 
versary of the Battle of Lexington!” The 
Spy blazes with italics, invective, andindigna, 
tion, It says that the troops, after firing on the 
Lexington minute- men, laughed and damned 
the Yankees, aud said they could not bear the 
smell of gunpowder,” This, by the way, 
contradicts the current belief that the word 
‘* Yankee” was invented as a reproach during 
the Revolution. Besides the Lexington news, 
the Spy has one other item. It is that the 
Hon, Jon Hancock, Esq.,” Mr. Sanum 
Apams, Mr. Joun Apams, and others, have 
gone to Philadelphia to the Grand Amer- 
ican Congress.” 

We regret to see that rural journalism in 
1776 did not differ from rural journalism in 
1875 in one important particular.

MR. BEECHER’S DEFENSE.

His was à situatigh 
beyond and ontside of the experience 
of most men, but it is not opposéd 
to reason. The distinction is a common 
one among theologians, but it is not often 
applied and not very generally recognized in 
the ordinary relations of men and the com- 
mon affairs of the world. The question of 
the respousibility of a man who gains the 
affections of a matried woman, who has no 
right to give them him, is a very serious 
one. Ti tendency Of the world, probably 
the result of observation and experience, is 
to blame him. Where passion on the one 
side fails to kindle a flame on the other, it 
generally commands a touching ‘sympathy 
calculated to encourage rather than repress 
it. True pity does not manifest itself as 
pity. It works ont its mission under 
the guise of friendship, respect, or 
love; it is demonstrative only in 
delicate attentions, dainty surprises, 
unpretentious consolations. It is dangerous 
ground,—a bed of roses, but hedged by 
thorns. A man’s vanity is never so delicious- 
ly flattered as by the consciousness that he 
has won the affections of a pure, quiet, 
domestic, won.anly woman. The temptation 
to encourage it is almost too great to resist. 
It is encouraged imperceptibly, if not openly. 
There is so strong a desire to make some re- 
turn for this delicate flattery that, if love be 
not given, then some other attention takes 
its place. In Bxrrcuer’s case there were 
tokens of remembrance; modest presents 
now and then; a note or a call; evidences of 
respect, such as the reading of the first 
chapter of his novel for Mrs. Tron 
criticism; and other little  attentions- 
of a nature to encourage and enlarge 
the affection on the other side. Per- 
haps even the advice of separation 
was given as one of these peculiar conces- 
sions, and under the conviction that there 
was nothing which he could refuse to do 
that might contribute to this woman's happi- 
ness. Most men, and women too, go too far 
in this situation, and there were powerful 
reasons urging Brun to leave no effort 
untried, after the suspicions of the husband 
were aroused, to suppress the public avowal 
even of what he has avowed in his evidence. 
Hence the alarm he manifested at the chance 
of its becoming public. 

Mr. Bzrcurn’s defense will be damaged 
somewhat in the minds of many people by 
his delay in fixing upon this one persistent 
theory. It will be brought in contrast with 
previous vacillations and suggestions. But 
his frionds will here insist upon a new point 
in his favor, claiming for him a chivalrous 
and magnanimous hesitation to declare the 
real basis of the scandal. Here we assume 
that Mr. Bezcusnr’s defense practically rests ;

MORE EARLY HISTORY. 
The centennial wave of feeling has stirred 


up any amount of old bits of American his- 
tory. We are already spprised that our men- 
tion of Alamance Creek, N. C., Westminster 
Court-House, Vt., and Salem, Mass., as rivals 
of Concord and Lexington, has awakened 
jealousy ahd envy—-which are surely most 
uncentennial feelings—in the hearts of 
Rhode Islanders and New Yorkers. Anxious 
to do full justice to everybody, and conscious 
that all prominent historians will hereafter 
reject as untrue every incident not found in 
the complete file of Tun CarcaGo Trisune 
which each of them will own, we hasten to 
repair the unintentional wrong. 

Rhode Island, then, claims the credit of 
the first forcible resistance to British tyran- 
ny, because her citizens burned the English 
revenue-cutter Gaspee in Narragansett Bay. 
This was June 10, 1772. Nobody was kill- 
ed, but some blood was shed, so that the 
story has the proper sanguinary hue. If 
Little Rhody had not unfortunately for- 
gotten all about the matter, she would cer- 
tainly have celebrated a Gaspee centennial 
three years ago. 

On studying the statements of enthusiastic 
New Yorkers, we have come to the conclusion 
that a New Yorker discovered this country, 
and that his descendants have done every- 
thing else worth mentioning in its history to 
date. It seems, according to these veracious 
authorities, that New York, not Massachu- 
setts or Pennsylvania, first urged colonial 
union; that New York, not Boston, main- 
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was then, as now, recognized as 
portant point on Lake Michigan and 
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British, and therefore would not have fought 
the Revolution. Chicago, then, on this 
theory, is really entitled to the cred- 
it of being the birthplace of the 
great strnggle! Owing to the overwhelming 
number of our claims to public attention, 
this fact has perhaps been lost sight of. The 
interests of truth, therefore, demand its re- 
statement now. Henccfarth, Chicago and 
Coneord will be kindred names and rival 
claimants. 


THE NEGRO AS A LANDHOLDER. 
Mr. Cuanitts Norpuorr’s letters from Ar- 


kansas to the New York Herald have con- 
tained some gratifying accounts of the prog- 
ress of the colored people in that State. Too 
many persons, discouraged because the great 
work of reconstruction has not been finished 
off prettily and completely within a few short 
years, have fallen into the habit of imagining 


lazy personage who sleeps in the daytime, 
steals chickens and pigs at night, votes early 
and often, and lives off the toiling whites. 
This picture is as untrue to nature as that 
drawn by another clique of extremists. In 
the latter, Can Avcustus works passion- 
ately from sunrise to sunset, letting go of the 
plow only to wipe the dew of honest toil 
from his forehead, and cateh, meanwhile, a 
glimpse of the spelling-book tied to the 
plow-handle; that he spends the evening 
studying by the light of a blazing pine-knot ; 
that he votes conscientiously, but at the risk 
of his life; that he is the constant prey of 
unprincipled whites. Humble, virtaous, 
studious, laborious, he is a dusky paragon. 
Now the truth lies between these absurd ex- 
tremes. Pomprys there are, and Can Av- 
cusTuses there may be, but there is also a 
great crowd of Toms, Dioxs, and Haneys, 
who are néither great saints nor great sinners, 
and who are making good citizens of them- 
selves in a way that promises a safe solu- 
tion of that sectional monstrosity known as 
the Southern question. There are 40,000 
colored voters in Arkansas, and 2,000 of these 
ex-slaves own a farm or a house and lot in a 
town. This is, perhaps, a relatively 
small gain, but it must be remem- 
bered that the gain has been made 
during seven years of political strife 
and domestie jnsecurity, and made by people 
just lifted out of the barbarism of slavery. 
Seven years ago, the 40,000 voters owned 
themselves for the first time. It is no small 
matter that 2,000 of these men have bound 
themselves to the soil, since then, by the 
strong tieof ownership. Besides these 2,000 
owners, other thousands have rented land. 
They lease lots of from ane to one hundred 
acres, and either pay a fixed rent or cultivate 
the ground on shares. It is impossible to 
estimate exactly the number of negro ten- 
ants, but it is supposed to considerably ex- 
ceed that of the négroes who own the land 
on which they live. Moreover, many colored 
citizens of Arkansas had little sums of money 
deposited in the Freedman’s Savings Bank. 
Had not that great swindle collapsed, a good 
part of these deposits would ere this have 
been invested in Arkansas acres. The old- 
time planters favor the permanent settlement 
of the blacks on the lands they till, and are 
said to be glad to sell or rent to their former 
slaves. Several ex-slaves of Gen. Cuvurcn- 
ILL, now State-Treasurer, lease 40 or 50 acres 
apiece from their old master. Such a com- 
mingling of interests cannot fail to destroy, 
more or less quickly, the odious “ color-line,” 
and so bring into existence at the South the 
two parties which divided it up to 1860, and 
were finally fused together only by the hot 
breath of war.

CABINET ITEMS. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL WILLIAMS RESIGNS. 
Special Dispatch to The Ona Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 22.—The intimation 
in these diepatches ef Wednesday morning that 
Attorney-General Williams contemplated resigu- 
ing, to enter actively upon the campaign for 
United States Senator from Oregon, was to- 
day confirmed.

SECRETARY DELANO.

WAR AGAINST THE PRINTERS. 

The Daily Chronicle of this city bas just eu- 
tered upon a contest with the Typographical 
Union which 1s likely to be of a very serious 
character. Some weeks ago some of the pub- 
lixbera of this city endeavored to come to an un- 
derstanding with the Government Printor, 
by which the rates of composition should 
be materially reduced. Ihe law per- 
mite the Government Printer to pay the 
rates which the publishers of the city buy. The 
result is, that the Typographical Union compels 
the local publishers to pay very oxtravagant 
rates for composition, which rates the Govern- 
ment Printer also pays. The Typographical 
Union in Washiogton is probably strouger than 
in any other citv. The present rates are 60 
cents per thousand. The Chronicle publishers, 
being unable to form 6 union with the others 
to reduce the rates to 45 cents, has 
undertaken to do this alone. Accordingly, some 
days since, Harlan sent an agent of the Chronicle 
to Chicago to engage non-union mep. This 
agent secured ten under contract for six montha, 
at 45 cents per tho: They are now on their 
way to this city. The Preside.t of the Chicago 
Typographical Union was directly informed of 
this, and telegraphed to-day to the printers 
at the Chronicle ones to the effect’ that these 
men were on their way from Chicago, and re- 

nesting the Chronicie printers to provent them 
rom working. The printers imme ty waited 
apon the Chronicle publishers in a body andre- 
quested to know if was a fact. Reoriving 
an affirmative answer, the printers immediately 
left the pablishing office. This leaves the papers 
in a desperate extremity, as the fear of the 
Union here is so great that no printers will 
venture to defyit. The Typographical Union 
is in executive session to-night, and expects to 
buy the Chicago printers on their arrival here 
to-morrow morving. In case the Union bere is 
successful, the Chronicle will have a difficult 
contest before it. Only four printers could be 
obtained for the paper to-night. Police are sta- 
tioned at the oilice.

CHEAP SIRUPS AND SUGARS. 


Or What We Eat om Our Griddle 
Cakes. 
Nebraska Patron, 

Within the last four months I have received 
for chemical analysis abouta dozen specimens 
of sirup. Some of the persons who sent them 
complained that it made the throat sore .” 
others, that something was the matter with it; 
while two or three suspected an attempt at poi- 
soning. Each specimen, which I have thus ex- 
amined, bas been found to be sirup made by 
the “sulphuric acid process,” which is as fol- 
lows : 

A warm (131 deg. Fah.) mixture of starch and 
water of about the consistency of cream, slow- 
ly poured into a boiling solution of 1 per cent 
sulphuric acid (oil of vitriol), the whole boiled 
for some time; then the acidis neutralized by 
chalk and the mixture set aside. When the sedi- 
ment has settled tothe bottom, the hquid is 
dipped off and boiled down toa Sirup. This 
syrup may be boiled down to sugar, forming 
what is known as grape sugar of glucose. 

Woody fibre may be employed instead of 
starch. For example: take of linen or calico, 
cut into shreds, two parts, and add gradually 
three parte of sulphuric acid, and let stand for 
a day. Ditute the mixture largely with water 
and boil fora few hours; add chalk or carbon- 
ate of barium to neutralize the acid, and let 
the chalk sediment settle; then bail down to a 
sirup or sugar. 

Tuere are numerous establishments the 
United States where old starch, filthy „ and 
various kinas of refuse matter are utilized (?) in 
manufacturing this kind of sugar sirup. A 
knowledge of these simple facts will, no doubt, 
enliven the picture, familiar to all, of the rag- 
seas geen from the streets, gutters, and 

ues, in our large cities, the scraps of cloth, 
paper, etc., from among the cigar-etubs, quids 
of tobacco, old bones, rotten vegetables, the 
like——the sweepings of stores, and 
kitchens. Especially does the scene become 
interesting, if we reflect upon the 2 
of having s portion of these doubly distilled 
poison, rectified-sweets served at our boarding 
houses, with our tea, coffee, and duckwheats. 
But there are simple methods of determi the 
presence of grape sugar, after which the on 
safe way is to let it alone; for unless the aci 
used is completly neutralized by the chalk, it

and inflammation of the stomach. 


A deiicate test for grape sugar is to dissolve 
a teaspoonful of the sugar or sirup in an equal 
amount of water. To this solution add four or 
five drops of solution of sulphate of copper 
(blue vitriot) and a sufficient quantity of solu- 
tion of potassa to turn the liquid dark bine, 
then heat to boiling. With cane sugar or sirup, 
no obvious change takes place; bat when grape 
sugar is present, a yellowish-red or co eol- 
ored precipitate of “oxide of copper” is ob- 
tained. 

A second test is to add to a solution of sirup or 
sugar, a considerable quantity of solution of 
caustic potassa, and warm the mixtare. If grape 
sugar ie there, the liquid is darkened to an amber 
or brown color, ing to the amount present. 
A piece of white merino or other woolen cloth, 
which has been dipped in a solution of chloride 
of tin, and dried, turns brown or black when 
dipped in a solution of grape sugar and heated 
before « fire. 

The sirups made by the sualphulric acid 
have often the finest pes ginal of avy in the 
market. White dry well crystallized sugars 
are always the safest and best to buy, although 
they are sometimes doctored with marble dust, 
flour, or kaolin. 

There are very few brown or raw are that 
are free trom impurities, of which is prob- 
ably the principal one. However good an edge 
it may have set to our teeth. it 1s not very desir- 
able inour cake, and may be detected by 
dissolving the sugar m water examining the 
sediment.
